I ſhall not trouble you with the 
Reaſons which have prevailed on me to publiſh it, 
nor with Arguments for obtaining your Acceptance: 
But do aſſure you, I can have no other End in print- 
ing, than 1 bad in preaching of it ; which was to 
prevail with all that heard me to ſerve God; it be- 
ing out of doubt, That thoſe who wittingly neglect 
to worſhip the Lord their God, as It is written, 
whether they be Profeſſors or Profane, do wor- 
ſhip the Devil. With reſpedt to the former, the 
Moſt High himſelf, by Moſes, tells his People Iſrael, 
Lev. 17. 1 —4. This is the Thing which the 
Lord hath commanded, ſaying, What Man ſo- 
ever there be of the Houſe of 1/rael that killeth 
an Ox, or Lamb, or Goat, in the Camp, or that 
A3 killeth

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killeth it out of the Camp, and bringeth it not to 
the Door of the Tabernacle of the Congregation, 
to offer an Offeritg unto the Lord before the Ta- 
derade oe tit ae Blodd Jhll be imputed un 
to that Man; add that Man Thall. be cut off from 
among bis People. To this Warning 55, join d the 
Prohibition in Ver. 7. as it were in the ſame Breath, 
to ſhew the near Connexion between the one and the 
other; And they ſhall no more offer their Sacrifices 
unto Devils, after whom they have gone a who- 
ring. This ſhall be a Statute for ever unto them, 
throughout their Generations. And in the New 
Teſtament, our Bleſſed Saviour ſays to the Jews, 
Ye are of your Father the Devil, and the Luſts 
of your Father ye will do, Fohn 8. 44. With 
reſpect to the latter, the Apoſtle expreſly ſays, That 
they who walk according to the Courſe of this 
World, according to the Prince of the Power 
of the Air, Re PELG to the Dominion of Satan, 
The Spirit that now worketh in the Children of 
Diſobedience, Eph. 2. 2, 3- And St. John, 
T-Ep. 3. 8. without heſitation affirms, That he 
Who committeth Sin, i. e. with Love and Allow 
ance, is of the Devil. Wilfully to neglect what 
the Lord commands for a right regulating both our 
Worſhip and Converſation, is to yield a Homage ti

formable to himſelf in HelMefs,. and thereby to fit and 
prepare us for eternal Life and Happineſs. To prevent 
all which, the Devil reſolves to take a Turn with, 
and to encounter Chriſt, the Captain of our Salvation; 
that, if poſſible, he might ſupport his own Dominion, 
(founded in Man's Apoſtacy from God) and defeat 
thereby the glorious Deſigns of the Saviour of the 
World: For which purpoſe, Chriſt is led by the Spirit 
into the Wilderneſs, ver. 1. where we are told, That he 
Faſted forty Days and forty Nights. Not that he was in 
this Particular of his miraculous Faſting our Precedent 
and Example, becauſe the Imitation of him therein is 
wholly impracticable and impoſſible to human Nature, 

unleſs it be ſome way ſupported extraordinarily by the 
divine; which is ſufficiently evident in Papiſts, and others, 

who are zealous for keeping of Lent, whereby they 
would be thought conformable to Chriſt in fait ing forty 
Days, of which Lent conſiſts: But how horribly do 

they all trifle and fall ſhort of their Pretenſions, chan- 

ging their Shatnbles of Fleſh into a Market of Fiſh, and 
feaſting in the Night, for their pretended Faſting in the 
Day! This is not to faſt as Chriſt did, who, as St. 
Lute 4+ 2. Luke tells us, during that Time ate nothing. Belides, 
his Faſting forty Nights, (very probably) implies his 
Watching or Waking, that he ſlept no more than he 
ate: For to fay a Man faſts in the Night while he 
ſleeps, would not be very good Senſe, at leaſt, not true 
with reſpe& to our Lord Jeſus, who in faſting Night 
and Day abſtain'd from all Conveniencies ordained for 
the Strength and Nouriſhment-of human Nature; there- 
fore from Sleep as well as from Meat. Beſides, the Ene- 
n has enter 'd the Field, begins the Combat, and 

Nen in a Battel ſleep not. And this Combat continues 

all the Time: For he was forty Days tempted of the Devil. 

© "Moſes, God's Servant, was forty Days with God in the 
Mount: But our Lord Jefus was forty Days in the Wil- 
derneſs, encounter'd by the Devil. Here is ſomething 
remarkable in this Combat; as.

I ſay, the Devil now by a cloſe Advance makes his 
Aſſault with the utmoſt Force and Fury, taking the 
Advantage of our Lord's hangering. Which, how' he 
came to know; whether our Lord might any way 
ſignify it to him, or whether it was only bis own 
Conjecture, which he had reaſon enough to entertain, 
from the long and hard Exerciſe he had preſs d him 
with; is not diſcovered, nor is it material to us. But 
this is certain, that he is a moſt politick Enemy, knows 
how to bait his Hook, and to order his Temptations ſo 
as to render them moſt likely to obtain: Therefore 
ſays he, if thou be the Son of God, command that theſe 
Stones be made Bread. But tho nothing could be more 
agreeable to our Saviour under his preſent Circamſtance 
than Bread, yet. he denies himſelf of it, rather than 


to gratify his Enemy by doing ought that he preſcribed, } 


whereby he ſhould expreſs the leaſt Diſtruſt of his Fa- 
ther's. Care to provide for him, or Ability to ſuſtain 
him, without the Uſe of ſuch unlawfal Means to ob- 
tain it. Therefore he returns the Charge, and repels 
the Enemy, by expreſſing his Faith in his | Father's 
Goodneſs, ſaying, It is written, Man ſhall not live by 


Bread alone, but by every Word that proceedeth out of the 


Mouth of God. 

The Devil failing in this Effort of making him (by 
any Compliance with bis Demands) to ſuſpect aud mil- 
truſt the Sufficiency of his Father's Care and Providence, 
he then tempts him to Preſumption, and urges Scripture 
for his purpoſe : Setting him upon a Pinacle of the Tem- 
ple, he ſaith unto him, If thou be the Son of God, caft 
thy ſelf down ;, for it is written, He fhall give his Angels 
charge concerning thee, and in their Hands they ſhall beat 
thee up, left at any time thou daſh thy Foot againſt a Stone: 
The Devil quotes Scripture, it's true; but like a. Juggler 
and Deceiver he miſquotes it, leaving-out theſe Words, 
in all thy Ways : A very material Point, And he wretch- 
edly abuſes and miſapplies the other Words, in making 
them an Argument with our Saviour to Sin, by pre- 
ſuming upon his Father's Protection, in doing a thing 


ſo unwarrantable and deſperate. But this was none of -

Angels and Men) ſhould worſhip 
him: Yet the Devil taking him into an exceeding 
high Mountain, and ſhewing him all the Kingdoms of 
the World, and the Glory of them, had the Confidence 


By this the Devil would 
tempt Chriſt to Idolatry, and perſuade him, by deny- 
ing God, at leaſt, to prefer the Devil, and render him 
an Homage which is due to God only. But this our 
Saviour reſents to a high degree of Deteſtation and 
Abhorrence both of him and his Offer; and repels 
) the Tempter with an Authority he had not uſed be- 
fore, ſaying, Get thee hence, Satan : g. d. Thy Offers 
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: are deteſtable; therefore be gone away from me.” 
And if Chriſt ſays, Be gone; go he muſt: He knowing 
4 well there's no reſiſting his Power. And then he re- 
| fates the Tempter, telling him, as before, It is writ- 
ten, Thou ſhalt worſhip the Lord thy God, and him 1 
1 only ſhalt thou ſerve. By this home Thruſt the Con- 
x telt is decided, the Devil defeated, beaten out of his 
2 own Trenches, and no longer able to ſtand before the 
Weapon of God's Word, which is the Sword of the 
Pl Spirit.

„tation: For tho we are too weak to grapple with him in 
„ our own Strength, yet if we conſtantly ſerve the Lord 


our God, we may know that he is in us; and that he 1 John 4. 14

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who is in us, is more mighty than he that is in the World. 
The Method in which we ſhall proceed, is, 


I. To enquire, What is meant by the Worſhip which 
belongs to God alone. = | 

JI. Shew with what God is to be worſhipped. 

III. In what Manner; and that is, as it is written, 

IV. Why God, and God only, is to be worſhipped. 


And then conclude with a few Reflections. 


I. We ſhall enquire, What we are to underſtand 
by the Worſhip which belongs to God alone. And 
that is, in a word, ſuch a Worſhip as cannot be given 
to another without Sin. Not bat that there is a Wor- 
ſhip we may give to others without blame. I ſhall 
therefore obſerve to you from Scripture a four-fold 
Worſhip : The Firſt is Civil ; and that is both lawful 
and laudable. The Second is Idolatrous; and that is 
both ſinful and damning. The Third is Superſtitious ; 
and that is reprov'd and blameable. The Fourth is a 
Religious and Divine Worſhip, wherewith the Lord 
alone is to be ſerved. | 


1. There is a Civil Worſhip : Which is a Deference, 


Reſpect, Honour, and Reverence due to others, either 
from their Dignity and Authority, as our Governors; or 
from their Virtue and Goodneſs, as our Miniſters, and 
others. With reſpect to the former, St. Paul expreſly 


requires it of Chriſtians, ſaying, Render to all their Dues, 


Tribute to whom Tribute, Cuftom to whom Cuftom, Fear to 
whom Fear, and Honour to whom Honour. And with re- 
ſpect to the latter, namely Miniſters, and others, uſeful 


and beneficial Men, Love, Obedience, and Subjection, are 


likewiſe required. And as theſe Things are founded in 
divine Appointment, they are not only lawful and lau- 


dable, but the indiſpenſible Duty of every one of us. 


2. There is an idolatrous Worſhip: Which is a yield- 


ing religious Honour to Idols, as the Heathen Nations 


have done; and as Iſrael in worſhipping the Molten 
Calf did; or as the Papiſts do, at leaſt in thoſe Coun- 
tries of Italy, Spain, and Savoy, where they have Liber- 
ty to vent their Madneſs and Folly in adoring the Sa- 
crament of the Maſs, from a vain Suppoſition of the 
real Preſence ;, as their Proſtrations and falling — 
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fore the Hoſt, when it's carried tbrough their Streets, 
do witneſs; and as many profeſfing Proteſtants do, 


who love the World and their Luſts more than God, 


and will negle& and deſert his Worſhip and Service ra- 
ther than quit their ſinful Pleaſures, and earthly Inte- 
reſts; alſo thoſe who, from their Pride and Envy, are 
ſtudying and ſecretly conſpiring with all the Art and 
Treachery Hell can inſpire them with, in their Rage 
and Malice to undermine the beſt of Kings, (as of 
late) by their fomenting Treaſons and Rebellions 
againſt our Sovereign Lord GEORGE, and to over- 
turn the beſt of Governments under his Adminiſtra- 
tion, (by which every Man's Liberty and Property 
is ſecured to him:) And for no other end but to ba- 
niſh Goſpel-Light, to introduce Popery, (that Myſtery 
of Iniquity) and to advance the Devil's Kingdom, who is | 
ſtiled the God of this World, by bringing all into Dark- 2 Cor. 4+ 
neſs and Confuſion. They hate che light, as he bim- 4 
ſelf does; and our bleſſed Saviour tells us the reaſon 
it, which is, becauſe their Deeds are evil. Therefore, 
that they may eſcape Reproof, and the juſt Reward of 
their Works of Darkneſs, they hate, and will not come 
to the Light, i. e. will not act above · board, as every 
honeſt Man fears not to do. 

Theſe and many others are guilty of Things which 
the Lord calls their Abominations, whereby they pro- 
voke him to Anger; as they deny him to be the only 
Object of their Worſhip, in chuſing their Idols, the 
World, nay, the Devil before him : For it's ſaid of 
Iſrael, when they entertain'd and worſhipped Idols, 
That they ſacrificed unto Devils, and not unto God. How Deut. 32. 
unto Devils? Not by a direct acknowledging that im- 17. 


— and unclean Spirit called the Devil and Satan, to Rev. 19. 


the immediate Object of their Worſhip, to whom 20 
they ſacrifice ; but by living in the Devil's Empire, ſub- 
ject to his Dominion, obedient to his Laws, ſerving for 
Mammon, and worſhipping Idols contriv'd by him, 
and propoſed to them, contrary to the expreſs Law and 
Command of God. By worſhipping them, the Devil is 
worſhipt in them : For the Apoſtle calls the Idols Table, 1 Cor. 10. 
the Table of Devils. The Papiſts, tis true, would be 21+ 
thought more witty than all the reſt in providing (as 
they think) a Salvo for their pious Madneſs, in yielding 
a religious Worſhip and Adoration to their _—_

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ſaying, in their Manual of Controverſies, © That we 
« may give | unto the ſaid Images a Salutation, or 
& honourary Worſhip ; but not that true Latria, or

But to give them all the 9 deſire by this 
Diſtinction, it beſpeaks them (at beſt) to be exactly 


like Iſrael in their Apoſtacy, who feared the Lord, and 


ſerved the Gods of the Land; whoſe Heart was divided 
between God and Baal. But this can be no Mitigation 
of their Evil: For to yield a religious Worſhip to any 
other than God, is to renounce him, to contradict 
what is written, which is, Thou ſhalt worſhip the Lord 
thy God, and him only ſhalt thou ſerve. | 

3. There is a ſuperſtitious Worſhip : Which is, tho 
God be acknowledged the only Object of it, yet ſuch 
Worſhip as is not modelled by the Will and Word of 


God, but by the Will and Commandment of Men. To 


ſuch therefore as worſhip him by any other Rule than 
what he himſelf hath preſcribed in his Word, may it 
not be ſaid as Paul ſaid to the Men at Athens, Te are 
too ſuperſtitious? Whether this be much better than the 
other, and not a manifeſt Slight and Contempt of the 
Wiſdom and Authority of God in his Law, I leave 
them whoſe Baſineſs it is to conſider. Alſo, whether 
ſome Divines, Prelates as well as Presbyters, have not 
told us, That Idolatry is not only to worſhip a falſe 
God, but the true God in a falſe manner. A late learn- 
ed Stateſman, namely, Lord Brookes, in his Treatiſe of 
Epiſcopacy, is reported to ſay, I am bold to affirm, 
«and ſhall maintain till I ſee better Reaſon, That he 
© (whoever he be) that commands the leaſt Tittle of 
Doctrine or Diſcipline merely ex imperio volunt atis, 


4% in his own Power and Authority, without Licence 


or Warrant from Scripture, or right Reaſon, (where 
© the Scripture hath been ſilent;) tho the Thing he 
« ſo commandeth ſhould happen to be good in it ſelf, 
«yet he, in his ſo commanding, is not only Tyranni- 
«cal, but Antichriſtian, properly Antichriſtian, en- 
ce croaching on the Royal Office of Chriſt ; which is 
« traly High Treaſon againſt God, and moſt properly 
„ Antichriſtian.“ . 
But if that be too harſh and ſevere, then, to ſay the 
lealt, it is Superſtition; Which was always blamed and 
| repreved 
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reproved by that God who alone is to be worſhipped, * 
and that deſervedly, as he himſelf has appointed: Other- A 
1 wiſe we proclaim his Word to be defective and inſuffi- i= 
1 cient to direct us in his Service, by preferring our own 1 
Inventions; whereby we impeach his Wiſdom, as too 
weak to provide for his own Honour, and pretend that 
God is ignorant of what is beſt. And either it muſt be 
thus in reality, or elſe Men, who preſame to change his 
Ordinances, muſt be vain to the higheſt degree. Be- . 24. 5. 
ſides, ſuch Men publiſh their own Inſincerity, and that 
they be not in good earneſt in their Addreſſes to God, 
when they pray (as our Bleſſed Saviour has taught us) 
Thy Kingdom come; thy Will be done on Earth, as it 1s 
in Heaven. For the Kingdom of God will be no more 
advanced by a carnal Commandment, than introduced 
by a carnal Weapon, their Powers are equally inſignifi- 
cant. Beſides, x the Bleſſed Angels do the Will of 
God in Heaven (can we imagine) otherwiſe than accord- 
ing to the Commiſſion he gives them ? No, they are his pſal. 103.

4. There is a religious and divine Worſhip, where- 
with God only is to be ſerved: Which is a cordial and 
entire Application of our ſelves to obſerve and do what- 
ever the Lord in his Word requires of us, rendering 
him thereby a hearty and religious Adoration, a divine 
Honour and Reverence, by conforming with the great- 
eſt Regard and Exactneſs to govern our ſelves in every 
part of bis Service, both as to the Matter and Manner 
of it, by the Standard of his Word, without doing 
one Thing for another, or more or leſs than what he 
calls for. So ſhail we worſhip the Lord our God, whom 
only we ought to ſerve. Now, having given you this ge- 
neral Notion of that Worſhip which belongs to God, 
and to him only, I proceed, | 


II. To ſhew you with what, and in what manner 
God is to be worſhipped ; which is, As mit is written, 
God, who hath made it the Duty of Man to i 
and ſerve him by virtue of what is written, hath alſo 

iven us a perfect Model thereof; and in his Word a 

lan, and full Account how he will be worſhipped to a 
tittle; and many Inſtances of his Diſpleaſure on thoſe 
who have preſumed to worſhip him otherwiſe than as he 
required. He is fo jealous in that Point, as to ſuffer no 
Co- rival in the Throne with him, either by having the 
Honour of divine Worſhip aſcribed to them, or by al- 


lowing them to preſcribe the Way in which he himſelf 


will be worſhipped. Why then, in anſwer to the En- 
quiry, With what, and in what manner is God to be 
worſhipped ? 1 anſwer, TRE 
1. With our Bodies: We received them from him 
for that end, who deſign'd in all that he made his own 
Pleaſure and Glory. And how to honeur God with 
our Bodies, but by imploying 'em in his Service, I an- 
derſtand not. I confeſs Deiſts, and others, (whimſical 
enough) may tell us they can ſerve the Lord without 
the Body, by meditating on him with their Minds, and 
the like: But ſuch are rather to be ſuſpected not to wor- 
ſhip God at all, as they deny all revealed Religion. 
But they who grant that God is to be worſhipped ac- 
cording to the Scriptures, allow that he muſt be wor- 
ſhipped with their Bodies, it not being poſſible that his 
Service required therein ſhould be duly perform'd and 
ſolemnized without em.

Here you have both 
his Sovereignty and his Goodneſs expreſs d: His Sove- 
reipnty appears in that he is the Lord, the Lord by way 
ef Eminence, who has an abſolute Kight to exerciſe an 
indiſputed and uncontroulable Dominion over all, And 


accordingly he might have exacted from us Service and | 
158 Odedience, 
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Obedience, without giving us any Account of his Do- 
ings, or the Reaſon of his Demands. When the Lord 
ſent Moſes to Pharaoh to require him to diſmiſs his Exod. g. K. 
People, that they might go and offer Sacrifice to him, je 
judg'd an Argument drawn from bare Sovereignty 
ſufficient; Thus ſaith the Lord, Let my People go, &c. 
What the Lord commands, ought to be done without 
ifs or ands. It's true, Pharaoh refuſed to obey the 
Lord; but he ſmarted for his Refuſa}. '' This proud Mo- 
narch, like Nebuchadnex xar, knew not that there was 
one ſuperior to him; but by his powerful Arm they 
were both convinced of their Miſtake, (when he over- 
turn'd the one with his People in the Waters of the 
Red. Sea, and turned out the other from amongſt Men, 
to eat Graſs with the Beaſt of the Field) and aſſured that 
there was a Lord above them, to whoſe Sovereignty 
2. A ſecond Reaſon is taken from his Goodneſs, as he 

is ſtiled the Lord thy God. And what can be more en- 
dearing and engaging than to have the ſole Lord of the 
Univerſe to be thy God? Sure an Argument drawn 
from Sovereign Goodneſs muſt and will prevail. What
